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Then Icaufed an Tncifion-knife to be ufed, and made an Inci- 
fion two inches and an halfe deep (fuppofingthe Cauftick had 
not wrought deep enough ) but ’tvvas to no more purpofe , 
than the former.

T His, and the next following Trail, ( confifting each of 
a few fheets only) fliould fooner have been taken notice 
of in tkefc Tranfactiotts , if they had fooner come to our 
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kinds. The S*bje& being Curious and weighty,itwas thought 
fit to advertife the lnquificive Reader, though fomewhat late, 
cfwhat is difcourfed upon it by other Learned men, befides 
thofe whom we have formerly noted. 

This Author then doth principally difcourfe of the Motion 
and Place of that Comet, and how its odd Appearances may 
be falved? and in regard that in fuch a Difcourfe of the-Mo¬ 
tion of a Body, feen in the Heavens, *tis requifite to fuppofe 
the Form and Conftitution of the Celeftial Bodies, and in 
what manner they make their Revolutions, He thought it re¬ 
quifite,either to choofefomeor other of themoft famous Hy* 
pothefes concerning them,, or elfe to endeavor to foJve the 
Phenomena of this Comet, according to all thofe Syftems: 
Of which two Tasks he hath chofen the latter 5 in the pro- 
fecution whereof he feems fatisfied, that the Comet of 1664, 
was above the Moon-, it having been found without a fenfible 
Parallax 5 for the obferving of which, he fhews an eafie way, 
which needs no Quadrants or Sextants curioufly made ? nor a 
precife taking of the Meridian Altitudes 5 nor the Scituation of 
the Comet in the Zodiack? nor the noting of the precife time 
of the Obfervation? nor L(llf , needs to fear to be prejudiced 
by the Confideration of the various Refractions? forasmuch 
as he works not by the way of taking the feveral Altitudes 
from the Horizon, but by obferving the Pofition of the Co¬ 
met among fome neighbouring Fixt Starrs : for the doing of 
which, he faith, he employed only a Ample Thread ftretch’c 
out by an Arch, to make it evident, whether this ComeThad 
a fenfible ParalUx, or no.

T Hisisthe other Tra<ft, we hinted in the next precedent 
Accomptj and in it the Author, having firft intimated. 
That the more narrowly this Subject about Comets hath been 
fearch't into, the farther have Intelligent and Perfpicacious 
men receded from the opinion of the Peripateticks concerning 
them* he acquaints the Reader,what Inftrutnents he ufed in ma¬ 
king Obfetvations, among which was a Quadrant of 1* foot 
radius * what conveniency he had as to the place of Observa¬ 
tion* whatObfervations he made, viz. A. 1664. Decemb. 2?„ 
04. 25.26. 27:28.29.30.31. and^. 1665 .^fanuar. 1. 3.4. 5. 
6.7.9. 12.24.31. and Februar, 7. Further,how he found the 
Longitude and Latitude of this Comet by obferving its di- 
ftances from twoFixt Starrs» and having found thofe, how 
thence he found its right Afcenfions and its Declinations for e- 
veryday : Befides, How he found the Motion of the Comet 
in his Orb, and the Place of lnterfe&ionand the Angle of In-, 
clination with the Ecliptick. To which he adds his Confide- 
rations about the Place of the Comet, and the Parallaxes j 
vindicating here the Noble Tycho from the Accufation of Ric-* 
cioloia Almag. Novo : Concluding all with an Inveftigation of. 
the Caufes of Comets * where he examins, Whether Comets, 
be co-$val with the World, or produced anew, and if the latter. 
How : Infinuating withal!, that, though he efteems the lattec 
Comet to be different from the former, yet, admitting the 
Carteftan Hypothecs, we may without any difficulty maintain, 
that it was the. fame with the fir ft.

*TpHis is the Second Edition of tms Book, very much improv’d. 
A and enlarged. It was the firft chat vyas written and publifhc 
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by the exprefs Order of the R. Society , who thought it fit to 
begin with a fpecial Sollicitation for the good Culture of our 
own Native Country, that it might be a leading Example to 
all our Neighbours, and as far as their Inftrudions are re¬ 
ceived. 

In Sylva our Author provides and dire 5 s for found Timber, 
and flore of the beft Fucll in Forrefts, Woods, and Groves. 
Timber is the flrength and walls of this Kingdom; and is fer- 
viceable for many Domeflick ufes, and curious Utenfils * and 
to advance the Hichefs and Accommodations, not onlyofour 
own Country, but alfo of all forrain parrs, as far as may mu¬ 
tually oblige each other by Navigation and Commerce. 

And together with his Majeflies great Example, Pomona 
bath already encourag’d the Plantation of many hundreds of 
Nurferies, or Orchards in England, which by this time begin 
to reward theinduftrious Owners with a falubrious Liquor, per¬ 
haps more agreeable to our Englifli Temperament, than the 
Grapes of fome Countries do afford 5 and, if well chofen, more 
gentle, and more pleafing to the palat, than many forts of 
French Wines without Sugar * ana yet requiring much lefs 
labour, lefs artifice, and fewer hands for the yearly culture. 

This Worthy perfon hath alfo given us (under a modeft 
veil) an Inftrudive Touch for Vineyards in England (of which 
fee Numb. 15. /> 262.) And for the behoof of his own Coun¬ 
try hath condefcended tofurnifh us with accurate Tranflations 
of the French Gardiner and of the beK Writers of Archite¬ 
cture, an of the Idea of the ferfettion of Painting (of which 
laftfee Numb. 39, p, 784.) 

Of his own Coliedions, he hath given us an elegant Hiftory 
of Sculpture, and of Engraving in Copper, and (he curious Arts 
thereunto belonging : In which the moft excellent Painters of 
this Age may fee themfelves either duly celebrated, ordireded 
for the beft, and affifted, or at leaf): encourag’d. 

And (befides other Treatifes,which are Anonymous, as being 
of a referv’d nature, but are neverthelefs entirely for the honor 
of the King and this Kingdom, and generally for the good of 
all Men}) He hath lately made two confiderable Excurfions .* 
In one of which Trads, fora Caution to all future Ages, and 
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to denote the general aptnefs of Mankind to be deluded and 
deceived, he hath puhlifht a well-grounded Hiftory of the Three 
late famous Impoftures $ the fir(l , ineerly Cafual and innocent, 
in Padre Ottomauno * the fecond, bold and impudent, in Maho¬ 
met Bet-, the third, a confident Cheat, in Sahatai Sc<vi, the 
Jewi Counterfeit Meffias : In the other Tract, Publick Em¬ 
ployment and an Active Life are prefer/d to Solitude. 

Thus He,and other Generous perl‘on$,can in the crowd of pub¬ 
lic bufinefs,find,or make leifure to oblige all men $ whilft Mcrofe 
Schoolmen, and Narrow Cnticks , make it their main bufinefs to 
outgoe Satan in their falfe Accufations, difingenuous Surmifes, 
an i immodeft Difturbances of the nobleft endeavors and at- 
chievments. 

Hut thrice happy were all England, if everywhere, with uni¬ 
ted minds and affections we were as heartily inclin’d,and as active 
to cultivate this our kind Soil for an Elyfium, as this Liberal 
Author is now bufie and preparing for the Prefs another more 
Auguft and Noble Work, bearing the Title of Englands Plyfi- 
um. This was the Method of the Great Creator* He planted 
the fir ft Paraiife for an Entertainment of Innocent Man 5 and 
introduced the firft Lectures of Experimental Philofophy upon 
Animals and Vegetables. And again , when Gods peculiar 
People after the Conqueft of their Ef emies, were firft efbb’i'be 
in peace and profperity, their Philofophical Monarch was infpi- 
ree with the fublimeft Wifdom, not only for tire Building of a 
Glorious Temple in the Holy City, but alfo for the Culture 
of the Land of Promife with the Plantations of Gardens and 
Orchards-,and for the Experimental knowledg c f all Vegetables. 
And thui aifo,as modern Princes may laudably follow the great- 
eft Examples of all foregoing ages,his Majeftie immediately alter 
h s Reftauration, made it his firft work to Recover the Church 
torts Primitiue Faith and Order: Thence he proceeded, to pro¬ 
mote the ftveral Branches of the Antient Wifdom 5 the know¬ 
ledge both of Nature, by the proper TeftofGods own Works-, 
and of all Excellent Arts, Medical, Chymical, Mathematical, 
and Mechanical, Architecture Naval, Civil and Military, for 
the fbeugthening of his Royal Navy, the icpairing of his-lb - 
1 cts, and the rebuilding of cur Chief Ci'yinc mpmably f.irer 
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and fafer than ever it was : To fend out his Fleets, fora fpectai

ral Sails in feveral diftant Climats will bear 5 Not intermitting 
thofe elegant Ingenuities of beautifying his Coyn with the 
faireftand really Gardian-ftamps > and offtoring his Cab nets 
with the Curiofities and Rarities of Art and Nature, for the 
encouragement of Sculpture, Picture, and of no fmall number 
of Artificial Practices an I ufefull Inventions. To be fiiort, his 
Majefly foon gave to all the Kingdom , in St. James % Park, 
and Hide Park , in the Approches to his faireft Palaces, and in 
his Forte ft s, Iliuftrious Patterns-for the belt Improvements, 
and for a copious Variety of all kinds of Amenities. Now 
when our idle Multitudesih ill be ftrongly inured to thofe in¬ 
nocent and profitable Employments, till all our Hills , which 
are now bald, fliall be flicker'd with the Chefnut, the Beech, 
the Pine, B ax. Maple, and the Royal Oak 5 and all our Tal¬ 
leys adorn'd with the fruitful Knots of Cyrus, and like the gol¬ 
den Gardens of Alcinous 5 then fhall we have fair grounds to 
hope for thebleffings of Peace and Plenty, and the Juncture 
of found and ulefull Philofophy with Chriflian Charity 5 and 
of true Religion and Piety with cheerful Loyalty * and then 
we fhall truly deferve the Old Style of the Fortunate Ijlands, 
and the Gardens of Helper ides.
